Poverty in Halifax doesn’t 
have a specific face accord¬ 
ing to the experts. It has 
many faces, spread across 
the entire municipality. 

“One of the differences 
between Halifax and other 
urban centres in Canada is 
that our neighbourhood 
structure is quite differ¬ 
ent,” explains Peter Mor¬ 
timer of the United Way of 
Halifax. 

“There is no one section. 
It’s any part of the city that 
is affected,” agrees Mel 
Boutilier of Parker Street 
Food and Furniture Bank. 
“It just goes to say that 
people with minimum- 
wage incomes don’t have 
any more money, so no 
matter where they are, 
they can’t cope.” 

The United Nations is 
holding the International 
Day for the Eradication of 
Poverty on Monday, and 
Metro is tackling the issue 
across Canada. In Montreal 
and Toronto, poverty may 
concentrate in a few areas, 
but the size and history of 
Halifax means there tends 
to be multiple poor areas 
in many communities. 

“From our perspective, 
it’s not an issue of poverty, 
it’s an issue of identifying 
residents who want to 
make a difference in their 
community,” Mortimer 
says. “They may be experi¬ 
encing poverty, but that’s 
not the lens we’re using.” 

Canada has no official 
measurement for poverty, 


but one tool is the LICO, or 
low-income cut-offs. That 
means a person or family 
spends 20 per cent more 
on the basics than is spent 
by similar persons in simi¬ 
lar locations. In 2006, 
76,000 Nova Scotians, or 
8.4 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion, were living in low-in¬ 
come situations. Roughly 


one-third of those people 
lived in HRM. That’s down 
from 8.9 per cent in 2005 
and puts province in the 
middle of the pack. 

The number of children 
under 18 living in low-in¬ 
come families continued 
to decline, falling from 
19,000 in 2005 to 16,000 in 
2006. 


That doesn’t make life 
any easier for those under 
the wire. 

“I fear for this winter,” 
Boutilier says. “Last winter, 
we had an awful time cop¬ 
ing with people who were 
running out of oil, people 
who couldn’t pay their 
power and had their lights 
shut off.”

poverty Rene Bailey says 
it’s 15 to 20 hours of work 
he does each week to keep 
himself off the street. 

The 44-year-old Halifax 
resident regularly goes out 
with his shopping cart col¬ 
lecting bottles and cans. 

He says by the end of a 
seven-day week, he’ll have 
made about $125, which 
helps cover the cost of the 
electric heat for his one- 
bedroom apartment. 

“I have no choice but to 
do this. If not I have to 
move,” he says after drop¬ 
ping off about $30 worth 
of recyclable s to the 
Mitchell Street Enviro-De- 
pot in south-end Halifax. 

“If I didn’t do this, I’d be 
on the street.” 

Bailey, who is originally 
from Newfoundland, has 
been living in Halifax for 
the last 10 years. 

He says he’s unable to 
work full-time because he 
suffers from HIV, with 
most of his money coming 
from government disabili¬ 
ty payments. 

And while he calls cart 
recycling a “competitive 
business” and even claims 
to have had $60 worth of 
recyclables stolen from 
him over the long 
weekend, it’s something 
he chooses to do over 
street-corner begging. 

“I make just enough to 
cover (my expenses) and 
I’m happy with that,” he 
proclaims.

No charges had been laid 
as of late yesterday 
afternoon against the 25- 
year-old mother or her 31- 
year-old common-law hus¬ 
band. 

According to Cpl. Grant 
Webber of the Queens 
County detachment of the 
RCMP, the woman brought 
the deceased baby boy to 
Queens General Hospital 
on Monday night. She had 
reportedly given birth to 
the infant at home last 
Wednesday. 

An autopsy has been per¬ 
formed, but police have not 
released the results. 
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Province, union stuck in stalemate 

Premier stresses deficit must be considered in any potential arbitration

With the premier out of 
the province for the next 
two days, the clock contin¬ 
ues to tick down on a Nova 
Scotia Community College 
workers strike with no 
signs of the stalemate 
breaking. 

In fact, it’s hard to say 
whose court the ball is even 
in. 

Late Thursday, the Nova 
Scotia Teachers Union, 
which is representing the 
930 faculty and support 
staff in a legal strike posi¬ 
tion, offered to enter bind¬ 
ing arbitration. Otherwise 
they’ll go on strike Oct. 20. 

But Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter reiterated yesterday the 
province will only enter ar¬ 
bitration on its terms. 

“The financial parame¬ 
ters of the province, the dif-

Acuities this province faces, 
have to be a part of the con¬ 
sideration for any arbitra¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Dexter said the province’s 


$592-million deficit is the 
biggest factor and any arbi¬ 
tration ruling would have to 
be made in light of that 
problem. 


Things seem to have 
stalled there. Union presi¬ 
dent Alexis Allen said she 
doesn’t know if the union 
can agree to his terms be¬ 


cause the premier hasn’t 
told them specifically what 
they are. 

Meanwhile, Dexter said 
he’s been clear on his posi¬ 
tion and is waiting on the 
union. 

Dexter also left for Toron¬ 
to last night to speak at the 
Empire Club tomorrow. 
He’ll be back in the 
province by Friday but said 
it’s still possible for a deal to 
be reached while he is away. 

With 45 contracts due to 
be renewed by the end of 
the year, other unions will 
be watching closely to see 
what happens with the 
province’s 930 community 
college workers. 

The dispute mainly 
comes down to teachers 
wanting a 2.9 per cent raise 
to keep them in line with 
their public school col¬ 
leagues. The province says it 
can only afford a one per 
cent increase. 


18-year-old man charged after shots fired at two people

spry field An 18-year-old 
Halifax man is facing 
charges of attempted mur¬ 
der in relation to a shooting 
early Monday morning in 
Spryfield. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said the arrest was 


made at 11:45 p.m. Monday 
near Lavender Walk. 

Earlier that morning, po¬ 
lice responded to a report of 
shots being fired at two peo¬ 
ple at Cranberry Court and 
Greystone Drive at 2:12 
a.m., with a 24-year-old 
woman alleging she and 
her 26-year-old boyfriend 
were shot at by the suspect, 
who then fled the scene. 

Neither one was hit, with 


Palmeter stating he be¬ 
lieved a handgun was the 
weapon used in the shoot¬ 
ing. 

The suspect was arrested 
without incident on foot 
“outside of a residence” that 
evening, he added. 

“I don’t know the extent, 
but we don’t believe it’s a 
random act,” Palmeter said. 

“We’re getting very limit¬ 
ed information. As far as 


motive, we’re not sure.” 

Palmeter did add he be¬ 
lieved there was a “connec¬ 
tion” between the suspect 
and at least one of the in¬ 
tended victims. 

Brandon Hatcher was 
scheduled to appear yester¬ 
day afternoon at Halifax 
provincial court. He’s facing 
charges of attempted mur¬ 
der and a number of 
weapons-related offences.

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Fair view delays overhyped? 

Fears of increased traffic woes due to construction have yet to occur

It was expected to be a 
traffic nightmare — but so 
far it hasn’t materialized. 

When the provincial 
government announced 
that large sections of the 
Fairview overpass would 
be closed to traffic for six 
months starting in early 
October, officials predict¬ 
ed endless, slow-moving 
lines along the popular 
stretch of road leading to- 
and-from the city during 
peak traffic times. 

But about a week after 
the first orange pylons ap¬ 
peared on the pavement, 
cars are still moving quite 
well through the construc¬ 
tion zone — with some 
drivers even telling Metro 
it’s been a quicker com¬ 
mute for them. 

“In the mornings it’s 
somewhat backed up, but 
I don’t think it’s as bad as 


everyone was led to be¬ 
lieve,” said Fairview-Clay- 
ton Park Coun. Russell 
Walker. “Most times dur¬ 


ing the day, it’s pretty 
easy-going.” 

Unfortunately, the chaos 
that had been predicted 


on the overpass may be 
materializing elsewhere 
— namely along the alter¬ 
nate routes officials have 


been touting since the 
project was announced. 
There have been reports of 
heavy traffic along Maga¬ 
zine Hill and Highway 102 
since construction began 
Oct. 5. 

“People are definitely 
heeding the suggestion to 
take alternate routes,” 
said Patricia Jreige, a 
spokesperson for the 
province’s transportation 
department. “With any 
formal detour, or when 
people take it upon them¬ 
selves to take an alternate 
route, you can expect traf¬ 
fic tie-ups in other areas.” 

Neither the transporta¬ 
tion department nor Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police could 
provide concrete numbers 
indicating an increase in 
traffic on these alternative 
routes. 

The six-month, $ 5-mil- 
lion refurbishment of the 
inbound Fairview overpass 
is slated for completion by 
the end of March. 


Early snowfall not that 
uncommon, expert says

weather There’s no need 
to dig out your snow shov¬ 
el just yet. 

While light snow and 
flurries were in the fore¬ 
cast for overnight and into 
early this morning, Envi¬ 
ronment Canada meteorol¬ 
ogist Bob Robichaud told 
Metro yesterday any actual 
accumulative snow should 
still be about another 
month away. 

That said, seeing the 
white stuff this early into 
fall isn’t a regular occur¬ 
rence. 

“It’s a little bit early for 
snow, although we’ve seen 
traces of snow (for Halifax) 
as early as Sept. 16, 1970,” 


Robichaud said. 

He added the region nor¬ 
mally starts seeing actual 
accumulative snow in the 
middle of November, and 
with the long-range fore¬ 
cast through December 
calling for near normal 
precipitation and tempera¬ 
tures, there’s no indication 
that will change this year. 

However, history hasn’t 
always been so kind. 

Robichaud said, for ex¬ 
ample, 11.9 centimetres of 
snow fell in the area on 
Oct. 19, 1972, and two 
years later on Oct. 20, Hali¬ 
fax was dumped with 38.6 
cm of the white stuff.

Home-care rejection blasted

home Jean Fletcher has 
more than her share of 
problems to deal with, but 
now she’s also trying to find 
out why she’s been rejected 
by a government program 
that could keep her in her 
home. 

Six weeks ago the 75- 
year-old Fletcher passed out 
in her home and wasn’t 
found until the next day. 
She has many health ail¬ 
ments, her family says. 

“She has Parkinson’s, her 
spine has completely deteri¬ 
orated to the point she’s 
bent over and can’t straight¬ 
en up,” said Lorrena Clee, 
Fletcher’s daughter. “Both 
her knees are gone. She’s 
survived two bouts of can¬ 
cer and she’s visually im¬ 


paired due to macular de¬ 
generation and glaucoma.” 

Fletcher has been staying 
at the Abbey J Lane, which 
Clee says costs taxpayers 
$1,000 per day. Doctors did¬ 
n’t want to send her home 
without more daily assis¬ 
tance. She applied for the 
$400 per month home care 
allowance that would have 
subsidized her cousin look¬ 
ing after her. But she was re¬ 
jected without a specific ex¬ 
planation and after asking 
to be re-examined she has¬ 
n’t heard back in two 
weeks. 

Health Minister Maureen 


MacDonald said yesterday 
she couldn’t speak to 
Fletcher’s specific case as 
she didn’t know the details. 
But she said the province is 
looking to add more staff 
next year to quicken re¬ 
sponse times. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said rejecting 
Fletcher doesn’t make per¬ 
sonal or economic sense. 

“For $400 Jean would 
have been home in a place 
that not only would have 
been better for the taxpay¬ 
ers of Nova Scotia but also 
would have been better for 
Jean,” McNeil proclaimed. 


Seniors 
complex gets 
green light 

building A new office 
building and residential 
complex for seniors 
received the green light 
from Nova Scotia’s Utility 
and Review Board 
yesterday. 

A proposal for the eight- 
storey, 15,000-square-foot 
structure was submitted to 
the Halifax Regional 
Municipality last spring by 
several Halifax-based 
Anglican Church bodies. 
Church officials said they 
wanted to make better use 
of the lands north of All 
Saints Cathedral near the 
corner of College and 
Martello streets. 

The city’s development 
officer rejected the propos¬ 
al, saying that the 150-bed 
nursing home component 
on the upper floors did not 
fit with the Park and Insti¬ 
tutional zoning permit is¬ 
sued for the lot. 

That decision has now 
been overturned by the 
URB, which ruled that the 
proposed building could 
be categorized as an insti¬ 
tutional property. The An¬ 
glican Church will 
maintain ownership of the 
land, but will sign a land 
lease with Shannex Inc., a 
Nova Scotia-based compa¬ 
ny specializing in seniors’ 
complexes. metro Halifax 


Boat builders to 
get funding boost 

industry The province has 
announced $155,002 in 
funding to help Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s boat building indus¬ 
try develops new global 
markets. 

Fisheries Minister Ster¬ 
ling Belliveau said the in¬ 
dustry is important to ru¬ 
ral Nova Scotia.

Assessment of standoff 
suspect needs more time 


mental health More time 
is required to complete a 
mental health assessment 
of a Stewiaclce-area man 
who last week was in¬ 
volved in a lengthy stand¬ 
off with the RCMP. 

Clifford Carl Brown, 44, 
of Lanesville near 
Stewiaclce has been re¬ 
manded to the East Coast 
Forensic Hospital in Dart¬ 
mouth until Nov. 2 to 
complete his mental 
health assessment. 

He is to appear in 
provincial court in Shube- 
nacadie at 9:30 a.m. that 
day for a show cause hear¬ 
ing. 

Brown was arrested last 
Tuesday evening after 
holding police at bay 
from inside his home for 
about 28 hours. 

More than 50 RCMP of¬ 
ficers from throughout 
the Atlantic provinces, a 
helicopter and search 
dogs were involved in the 
lengthy operation during 
which shots were alleged¬ 
ly fired. 

Although police had 
him surrounded during 


the incident, Brown es¬ 
caped into the woods for 
about six hours before 
eventually surrendering 
to officers patrolling the 
area. 

Yesterday, two new 
charges were added to 
those he already faces, in¬ 
cluding use of a firearm (a 
12-gauge shotgun) during 
flight after committing 
mischief and unsafe stor¬ 
age of a .44 calibre hand¬ 
gun. 

Brown had earlier been 
charged with two counts 
of careless use of a 12- 
gauge shotgun; carrying a 
.44 calibre handgun for a 
dangerous purpose; carry¬ 
ing a concealed weapon 
(the handgun); threaten¬ 
ing to cause the death of 
Stephen Innocente; as¬ 
sault by use of the shot¬ 
gun; mischief by causing 
damage to a 2000 GMC 
truck; mischief by caus¬ 
ing damage in excess of 
$5,000 to a police robot 
and mischief by damag¬ 
ing a sophisticated police 
cellphone.

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Security threats a small fraction of deportees 

Canada has booted close to 19,000 foreign criminals and security threats from the country in the last decade. Figures from the Canada Border Services

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Young would-be mayor fights on 

The 19-year-old who was briefly declared Canada’s youngest-ever mayor says his 
fight to lead Paradise, N.L., isn't over. Kurtis Coombs vowed yesterday to take his 
case to Newfoundland and Labrador Supreme Court after a judicial recount 
confirmed another tie in the vote that was swiftly deemed a contentious victory 
for incumbent Ralph Wiseman because of an earlier tiebreaker.

Boyfriend faces murder rap 

Chinese police arrest English-language student, cousin for ’02 crime

Police in China have 
arrested the boyfriend of 
Amanda Wei Zhao, a 21- 
year-old English-language 
student who was 
murdered seven years ago 
and whose body was dis¬ 
covered in a duffle bag 
north of Mission, B.C. 

Ang Li and his cousin 
Han Zhang were taken into 
the custody of Chinese po¬ 
lice this summer and are 
awaiting trial for the mur¬ 
der, Jenny Kwan, NDP MLA 
for Vancouver-Mount Pleas¬ 
ant said yesterday. 

Neither is expected to be 
extradited to Canada and Li 
will not face the death 
penalty if he is convicted, 
she added. 

“Nothing will bring 
Amanda Zhao back for the 
family, their only daugh¬ 


ter,” said Kwan, who was in¬ 
formed of the arrests by 
Zhao’s family on Oct. 3. 

“I am happy for the fami¬ 
ly that that is finally — I 
hope — some closure for 
them. Their day in court is 
very important.” 

Kwan and Mike Farn- 
worth, NDP MLA for Coquit- 
lam-Burlce Mountain, an¬ 
nounced the news yester¬ 
day after getting more de¬ 
tails.

'Rationalizer' a mood ring for home traders

So it’s surprising that Nis¬ 
san is getting aggressive 
with its new 370Z Roadster, 
the latest version of its 
iconic sports car, saying the 
Japanese two-seater has 
what it takes to take on the 
class-leading Porsche 
Boxster. 

The 370Z Roadster 
shares its mechanicals 
with its fixed-roof sibling, 
meaning it features a 3.7- 


litre V6 that produces 332- 
horsepower, and sends its 
power to the rear wheels 
through either a six-speed 
manual or optional seven- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion.

On board, look for all the 
luxury SUV staples — in¬ 
cluding metal interior ac¬ 
centing, a sunroof, a DVD 


Find an empty parking 
lot and listen for any 
strange noises from the en¬ 
gine compartment while 
turning in a tight circle. If a 
squealing or whining 
sound is noted during 
sharp and continual low- 
speed turns, the power 
steering system will need 
attention. 

Get underneath and 
check for signs of fluid 
leakage too — especial¬ 
ly around the differ¬ 
ential and transfer 
case areas. Leaks in 
these areas likely in¬ 
dicate a worn or 
faulty axle seal that 
will need replacement. 

If you’re uncomfortable 
underneath a vehicle, have 
a mechanic inspect the 
Aviator on a hoist. 


THE VERDICT: There are 
many less attractive used 
SUV models in the mar¬ 
ketplace. If you’re pre¬ 
pared for the fuel con¬ 
sumption, a well main¬ 
tained Aviator should 
prove a largely worry-free 
investment in luxurious 
capability.

In Hummer’s case, that 
window might be the op¬ 
portunity to re-invent it¬ 
self. 

Now that there are a lot 


fewer of us into excess, and 
a lot more of us into green.

“I’m not in any kind of 
denial that we have a very

Hummer is one of the 
most iconic nameplates to 
emerge in the last three or 
four decades. 

Sure, you couldn’t think 
of a worse vehicle line to 
re-malce as some kind of 
environmentally friendly 
brand. But that’s precisely 
what makes the possible 
re-invention so intriguing. 

I think Hummer will, 
and should, always keep 
some hard-core vehicles in 
its lineup. 

But what if it managed 
to pull off a small brute 
that got better mileage 
than the Chevy Volt?

An angel to watch 
over your brakes

Drivers fear major 
collisions, but the reality is 
that more than 75 per cent 
are low-speed “fender- 
benders/’ according to Vol¬ 
vo — and although they’re 
minor, they can still cause 
injury. It’s the reason the 
company has introduced 
City Safety, a standard fea¬ 
ture on the 2010 XC60. 

The system, which 
works up to 30 km/h, uses 
a laser sensor to detect ve¬ 
hicles up to 10 metres in 
front. If you’re not paying 
attention, the system first 
“pre-charges” the brakes 
for a faster stop. If you’re 
still oblivious, City Safety 
jams on the brakes, either 
preventing the collision 
entirely, or reducing its 
severity. “Volvo has a long 
histoiy of working with 
whiplash injuiy, and this is 
a next step,” says Thomas 
Broberg, senior technical 
adviser for Volvo Car Cor¬ 
poration in Sweden, who 
helped create the system. 

“If you’re not looking

straight forward, which 
you aren’t when you’re dis¬ 
tracted, a ten-lcilometre 
crash if you’re unprepared 
is quite significant. You’re 
being thrown, your head is 
quite heavy, and your neck 
is weaker.” 

The system makes 50 cal¬ 
culations each second to 
determine how much 
braking force will be need¬ 
ed, based on how fast the 
Volvo is going, and how 
wide the gap is to the vehi¬ 
cle in front. If you do any¬ 
thing that indicates you’re 
paying attention — if you 
hit the brakes, or move the 
steering wheel — the sys¬ 
tem instantly shuts down 
and lets you take over. 

“The driver is always in 
control and responsible,” 


Broberg says. “The car will 
only act when it senses that 
there will be a collision and 
the driver is not taking any 
action to avoid it. 

“When we design these 
technologies, the difficult 
part is making sure the car 
doesn’t brake when it’s not 
supposed to. If your lane is 
slowly moving and the lane 
to the left is moving fast, 
and there’s a gap coming 
up and you want to take it, 
you don’t want the car to 
brake as you approach into 
the other lane.” 

City Safety stops the car 
at the last possible mo¬ 
ment, and jams the brakes 
on veiy hard. It’s an un¬ 
pleasant experience, and 
that’s part of the design. 
“We have deliberately 
made it veiy late and veiy 
harsh because we do not 
want you to get accus¬ 
tomed to the technology,” 
Broberg says. 

“It’s an emergency sys¬ 
tem. We’re not claiming 
that this will avoid all of 
these situations, but it will 
make a significant differ¬ 
ence.” 


Panamera opens new doors

With this Saturday’s Cana¬ 
dian debut of the 2010 
Porsche Panamera, the 
term “five-door 
hatchback” will take on a 
fresh meaning. This is the 
first all-new Porsche in 
seven years, and the 
automaker’s first foray in¬ 
to the four-door premium 
luxury car market. 

“It’s a logical next step 
for Porsche.” says Canadi¬ 
an Porsche public relations 
head Laurance Yap. 

“There are many 911 cus¬ 
tomers buying into this seg¬ 
ment who would like to 
keep their purchases in the 
Porsche family. We also ex¬ 
pect the Panamera to bring 
a lot of new, first-time cus¬ 


tomers to the brand.” 

From the headlights to 
the prominent fenders to 
the rounded back, this 
large “space coupe” (in the 
words of chief designer 
Michael Mauer) broadcasts 
911, yet unlike that rear- 
engined icon, the Panam¬ 
era carries a 4.8L V8 up 
front, powering the rear, 
or all the wheels, depend¬ 
ing on model. The only 


available transmission is a 
seven-speed, double¬ 
clutch manual/automatic 
(PDK) transmission. 

Segment innovations in¬ 
clude the first Start-Stop 
system in conjunction 
with an automatic trans¬ 
mission, air suspension 
with additional air volume 
available on demand in 
each spring, and active 
aerodynamics.

Trevor Stienburg prefers 
to focus on the present 
and future rather than 
dwell on the past.

The Huskies, who begin 
the defence of their At¬ 
lantic University Sport 
men’s hockey title on Fri¬ 
day, went to nationals last

The discounters often re¬ 
spond with quick feedback 
to travellers’ concerns on 
social networking sites, 
while traditional network 
carriers peddle last-minute 
fare deals but seem slow to 
embrace Twitter and Face- 
book to beef up customer 
service. 

Customers crave good 
service and reward airlines 
that provide it. That’s a tan¬ 
talizing incentive for air¬ 


lines to transform customer 
service from the dull tele¬ 
phone and email route into 
the online networking 
channel - where every cus¬ 
tomer can speak his mind 
to the masses — at a time 
when the weak economy 
has caused their revenue to 
plummet. 

The Internet has opened 
the door to millions of peo¬ 
ple to beam their views 
across the planet on every¬ 
thing from the quality of 
airplane food to how long 
they waited on the tarmac 
to take off. This presents a 


conundrum for some air¬ 
lines. It takes manpower to 
troll social networking sites 
that are updated around the 
clock. JetBlue has 10 people 
involved with social net¬ 
working; Southwest Air¬ 
lines has seven. 

But the big carriers, with 
their higher costs, have 
faced budget cuts and re¬ 
ductions in management 
and frontline staff. So, net¬ 
work carriers like American 
Airlines, Delta and Conti¬ 
nental Airlines focus on 
merchandising, promo¬ 
tions, general information 
and other issues while tak¬ 
ing baby steps in respond¬ 
ing to complaints on social 
networking sites. 

“I think we all believe 
there’s gold in these hills. 
How to mine that gold, we

Kids' books come to life 

Where The Wild Things Are is the latest big screen adaptation

Stephen 
Gately, 
whose body 
was found 
in a house 
on the Span¬ 
ish resort is¬ 
land of Mal¬ 
lorca, died of natural caus¬ 
es, according to autopsy 
results released yesterday. 

A post-mortem showed 
Gately died of natural caus¬ 
es, due to a pulmonaiy 
edema, or fluid in the 
lungs, said the Balearic Is¬ 
lands Superior Justice Tri¬ 
bunal in a statement. 

“The autopsy carried out 
this morning showed there 
were no signs of violence 
to the body,” the statement 
continued, adding that 
Gately’s remains could 
now be flown home. 

Gately was found dead 
on Saturday in a house 
near Port d’Andratx, on the 
western tip of Mallorca. 

The singer had gone to 
Mallorca with his partner, 
Andrew Cowles. The two 
were wed in a civil union 
in 2006. 

The court said tissue 
samples from Gately’s 
body would be sent to a 
laboratory in Barcelona 
for further analysis.

Spike Jonze’s cinematic 
adaptation of Maurice 
Sendak’s classic Where The 
Wild Things Are is only a 
few days away from hitting 
screens and the advanced 
word is surprisingly good. 

While many adaptations 
of children’s books merely 
take advantage of the mar¬ 
keting possibilities of rec¬ 
ognizable stories and char¬ 
acters, this film actually ex¬ 
amines some of the themes 
and ideas found in the orig¬ 
inal text, making it one of 
the few films to accurately 
capture these aspects of 
children’s literature. 

“Good children’s litera¬ 
ture has at its heart some¬ 
thing that is essential and 
true to childhood experi¬ 
ence,” says Dr. Deirdre Bak¬ 
er who teaches the subject 
at the University of Toron¬ 
to. “It conveys much more 
between the lines than it 
does on the surface or in 
the plot.” 

Film adaptations rarely 
feature this aspect of the 
source material. Very little 
is left open to interpreta¬ 
tion and subtext is usually 


replaced by crude gags and 
pop culture references (as 
in the glossy adaptations of 
Dr. Seuss’ beloved The Cat 
In The Hat and The 
Grinch). 

Why is this the case? 
Baker suggests that “watch¬ 
ing a film is being taken for 
a ride while reading text is 
playing out your own ride.” 
Perhaps the passive experi¬ 
ence of watching a movie 
makes it difficult for film¬ 
makers to convey the sub¬ 
tleties of the original text 
to their audience. The oth¬ 
er key factor is the com¬ 


mercial angle that Holly¬ 
wood filmmakers are 
forced to take on the mate¬ 
rial. 

As Dr. Heather Evans — 
a children’s literature pro¬ 
fessor at Queen’s Universi¬ 
ty — observes, “Films for 
children are produced and 
marketed by adults, and 
are designed to appeal to 
an adult’s perception of a 
child’s tastes or needs.” It’s 
an important point since 
children’s films are often 
created to sell stuffed toys 
and Happy Meals. 

Of course, that doesn’t 


mean it’s impossible to 
create an intelligent movie 
based on children’s litera¬ 
ture: It’s just difficult given 
the differences between 
the two mediums. A film 
like The Princess Bride was 
able to capture all the nu¬ 
ances of the original book, 
while still playing as a 
movie (perhaps because 
the screenplay was written 
by the novel’s author 
William Goldman). 

Impressive adaptations 
like this certainly can be 


made, they just require 
filmmakers who respect 
both the source material 
and the intelligence of 
their young audience. 

This combination is sad¬ 
ly rare, but fortunately it 
looks as if Jonze managed 
to achieve it with Where 
The Wild Things Are by 
making the material his 
own. Author Maurice 
Sendak specifically chose 
the director of Being John 
Mallcovich to bring his 
work to the screen, and it 
seems as though his faith 
has been richly rewarded.

Banjo play no laughing matter 

Steve Martin hits the road with album of original work for the five-string instrument

While best known for his 
work on the silver screen 
over the past three-plus 
decades, Steve Martin is 
finally embracing a tiny as¬ 
pect of his storied history 
and bringing it to the fore¬ 
front. 

“When I started doing 
comedy, I just put in every¬ 
thing I knew,” notes Martin 
about his early career. 

Some might recall that 
in his salad days, the come¬ 
dian would pull out a five- 
string banjo, serenading 
audiences with a song or 
two. And while it 
seemed like kitsch at 
the time, it became a 
definitive trademark 
that never blossomed 
past the odd ditty. 

Until now, that is. Fi¬ 
nally embracing his 
ability to its fullest, the 
64-year-old has come out of 
the musical closet; released 
his debut bluegrass record 
dubbed The Crow: New 


Songs For The Five-String 
Banjo. Spirited, original 
and prodigious, the album 
is compelling, spurring 
Martin to hire on 
award-winning out¬ 
fit The Steep 
Canyon Rangers for 
a North American 
tour that will play 
Roy Thomson Hall 
tomorrow. 

“(Back 
then) I 
did 


magic tricks, I juggled and I 
played a few songs on the 
banjo,” Martin reflects, in 
awe of how his odd¬ 
ball hobby has be¬ 
come a major en¬ 
deavour.

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Lamb with 
Raspberry Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 cups (500 ml) fresh or 
frozen unsweetened rasp¬ 
berries 

3/4 cup 175 ml) finely 
chopped seeded peeled cu¬ 
cumber 

1/2 cup (125 ml) finely 
chopped peeled tart apple 

2 tbsp (25 ml) white grape 
juice 

1 tbsp (15 ml) sugar 
4 garlic cloves, minced 

3 tbsp (45 ml) olive oil 
8 lamb loin chops 


Bring to boil. Reduce heat; 
simmer, uncovered, 5-7 
minutes or until 
cucumber and apple are 
tender. 

3. Meanwhile, in large 
skillet, saute garlic in oil 
until tender. Add lamb 
chops. Cook, uncovered, 7- 
10 minutes per side or un¬ 
til meat reaches desired 
doneness (for medium- 
rare, meat thermometer 
should read 145 F/63 C; 
medium, 160 F/71 C; well- 
done, 170 F/77 C). Serve 
with raspberry sauce. 


METHOD: 

1. Place raspberries in 
blender or food processor; 
cover and process until 
pureed. Strain and discard 
seeds; transfer puree to 
small pot. 

2. Stir in cucumber, apple, 
grape juice and sugar.
